A Berlin en sis in Nov ember is as certain 
•s Election Day an d Than ksgiv in g. 
Premier Khru shchev has don e ev ery thin g 
bu t blu eprin t his n ex t mov e, which will be 
a peace treaty with East German y wipin g 
ou t the "legal” right of the Western Allies 
to occu py their sectors in West Berlin . 
This, accordin g to the specu lators who al­ 
way s thin k of each Berlin crisis as a 
casu s belli, wou ld start the n u clear blastin g 
an d World War III wou ld be fu ll-fledged. 
It is ju st as reason able, howev er, to be­ 
liev e that Khru shchev an d his adv isers are 
fry in g as hard to keep from fin din g a casu s 
belli in Berlin as the Western Allies hav e 
been . War is the last thin g the Allies wan t, 
an d it may be the last thin g the Sov iet 
Un ion wan ts. 
In fin itely more u sefu l than war is a talk­ 
in g poin t—a mean s of keepin g the opposi­ 
tion off balan ce. That has been the fu n ction 


of Berlin for both sides sin ce the en d of 
World War II. 
If the Sov iet Un ion made a peace treaty 
with East German y , it wou ld hav e scored 
a poin t in its game of "on e-u pman ship” 
with the Western Allies. It wou ld hav e pu t 
itself in to a position to claim the Allies 
were stay in g in West Berln on the su ffer­ 
an ce of the East German s; in plain words 
that they had n o legal basis for bein g there 
as trespassers in East German territory . 
This wou ld be in fu riatin g to the Un ited 
States an d its allies. Bu t they wou ld be 
u n able to do an y thin g abou t it becau se n o 
Wow wou ld hav e been stru ck, ex cept on 
paper. It wou ld be the ty pical mov e of ex ­ 
perts in Marx ist dialectics, who learn at 
their preceptor’s kn ee how to driv e an ap- 
pon en t ou t of his min d by en dless argu ­ 
men tation prov in g n othin g bu t the skill of 
the dialectician s.

This is an in stan ce of on e 
u n on embarrassin g members of an other u n ­ 
ion to prov e a poin t, becau se the shen an i­ 
gan s all show airplan e pilots in a bad light. 
How this prov es thin gs wou ld be better 
if en gin eers were on han d in the con trol 
room of the airplan e is u n clear. Bu t what 
cou ld be clearer than the con sequ en ces of 
Law of Moses 


Cou ld an y thin g in scholarship be more 
fascin atin g than the n ewest tran slation of 
tn e Fiv a Books of Moses—The Torah—the 
Pen tateu ch? 
Scarcely on e of u s can claim he has n ot 
been affected more deeply an d directly by 
tie Bible than by an y thin g else ev er writ­ 
ten . This in clu des Magn a Carta an d the 
Con stitu tion . Yet is is a fact often ign ored 
by peo ple who ackn owledge the Bible's re- 
men dou s in flu en ce that it is 
a tran slation of 
material written in a lan gu age n o on e has 
u sed for a lon g time. 
"Ign ored” is n ot the word for what su ch 
people do. Man y are as certain in their 
min ds that the en tire Bible was written in 
the En glish words they are familiar with 
as that the sy stem n ow in u se for keepin g 
time was han ded down to hu man ity throu gh 
the cen tu ries. 
This is part of what makes the n ewest 
tran slation of the fiv e books of Moses fas­ 
cin atin g. The tran slation is u n iqu e, the on ly 
ore ev er made by objectiv e scholars in ter­ 
ested in n othin g bu t the actu al mean in g 
o f 
lan gu age. 
Other tran slation s from origin al tex ts were 
influenced by religiou s motiv ation . The tran s­ 
la to rs were try ing to back u p a poin t o f 
v iew in so me in stan ces. Here is an ex ample: 
The new tran slation of the Third Com­ 
ma ndment by a committee of Jewish Bible 
scho la rs in the En glish-speakin g world a nd 
to be issu ed n ex t Jan u ary by the Jewish 
Publica tio n Society say s: “You shall no t 
swea r falsely by the n ame of the Lord y ou r 
Go d: Fo r the Lord will n ot clear on e who 
swea rs falsely by His Name.” 
This is close to the Kin g James v ersion , 
bu t it ma kes clear that perju ry , n ot pro­ 


file tactics? 
From n ow on the "can did camera” will 
be a weapon in ev ery pu blic altercation . 
Disgru n tled employ es will compete with on e 
an other to get shots of the big boss n od­ 
din g at his desk an d leafin g throu gh light 
literatu re. Riv als for 
promotion 
will 
be 
sn ap-shottin g each other dawdlin g at the 
water cooler an d pu ttin g person ality 
in to 
phon e calls that were obv iou sly u n bu sin ess­ 
like. 


Not that this hasn ’t been don e before, u n ­ 
derstan d, bu t n ow it will hav e the statu s of 
hard ev iden ce; it will hav e been u sed su c­ 
cessfu lly in a con gression al hearin g. A swal­ 
low doesn ’t make a su mmer, bu t in a sen si­ 
tiv e situ ation a photograph can make a 
case.

Nothin g is harder to cope with than "con ­ 
cept ion al cry stallization ”—a min d made u p 
an d n ot open to chan ge. An y thin g that shows 
op in the n ewest tran slation of Biblical 
sou rce material in con flict with older tran s­ 
lation s u n derly in g "con ception al cry stalliza­ 
tion ” will be resen ted an d rejected. This is

The su bject is delicate—almost too tou chy 
fo tou ch. That is an other part of what makes 
it fascin atin g.

His su d­ 
den in terest in the n ation ’s wa­ 
terway s is ev iden ced by his in ­ 
v estmen t in the Marin e Officers 
Association , which he began back­ 
in g last Ju n e. An d there is n oth­ 
in g whimsical abou t that. 
I discov er that the riv ers are 
bu sier today than in showboat 
times or in Mark Twain ’s salad 
day s. Riv er traffic ru n s in to hu n ­ 
dreds of million s of dollars alon g 
some 28,000 miles of n av igable 
waterway s crisscrossin g the Un it­ 
ed States. 
Up riv er an d down , mov e tow- 
boat-gu ided barges ru n by some 
4,000 licen sed ship officers an d 
ten s of thou san ds of in lan d riv er 
boat han ds.

stru ction ; 8 million ton s of grain 
to feed chicken an d cattle so we 
in the big cities can eat; mil­ 
lion s on million s of ton s of steel, 
iron ore, chemicals, gas, petro­ 
leu m, fu el oils. 


ALONG THE OHIO, on the on e- 
thou san d-mile stretch of this riv ­ 
er from Pittsbu rgh to Cairo,111., 
bu sin essmen are in v estin g in in ­ 
du stry at the rate of a hu n dred 
million dollars a mon th. In all 
they ’v e pu t in $18 billion sin ce 
1950. A million n ew jobs hav e 
been made.

limited spen din g irrespectiv e of 
con sequ en ces? 
Can 
an y 
political 
party 
be 
called respon sible If it in sists on 
cu ttin g tax es su bstan tially when 
deficits are growin g bigger an d 
bigger? 
A priv ate citizen or bu sin ess 
mu st 
forego lu x u ries 
or ev en 
worthwhile projects an d see that 
the bu dget is balan ced lest ban k- 
u ptcy be in du ced. Apparen tly it 
is reason ed that it’s all right for 
the gov ern men t to disregard bu d­ 
gets, ru n a big deficit y ear after 
y ear, an d risk a loss of con - 
fien ce in the mon etary u n it. 
The n ation has been ex perien c­ 
in g a bu sin ess recess that isn ’t 
ov er y et. Mr. Ken n edy ex pected 
the gov ern men t’s receipts to be 
$93 billion in the cu rren t fiscal 
half - billion - dollar su rplu s. It 
tu rn s ou t n ow that t h e receipts 
are to be $85.5 billion . 


BUT SPENDING is bein g in ­ 
creased ju st the same. As for au ­ 
thorization s — n ot actu al ex pen ­ 
ditu res 
— 
Con gress 
has 
ju st 
pu shed the an n u al appropriation s 
past the $100-billion mark for the 
first time in peacetime history . 
So it’s a case of fiscal irrespon ­ 
sibility — a belief that the n a­ 
tion can hav e its cake an d eat 
it. too. It’s a case also of politi­ 
cal irrespon sibility . For n either 
political party repesen ts a solid 
fron t on the matter of n ation al 
econ omy , althou gh the con serv a­ 
tiv e Democrats do hav e more al­ 
lies in the Repu blican party than 
in their own . 


Con serv atism 
may , 
therefore, 
be readily defin ed n owaday s. It 
mean s a policy of con serv in g the 
n ation ’s fiscal sou n dn ess. 
It is opposed to liberal spen d­ 
in g an d liberal au thorization s of 
pu blic mon ey for thin gs the n a­ 
tion dou btless shou ld ev en tu ally 
hav e bu t can n ot afford today in 
the midst of a cold war, when 
$50 billion is n ecessarily bein g 
spen t each y ear for armamen t.

Mr. Ken n edy is say in g on the 
stu mp that the Repu blican party 
has been an d is "again st pro­ 
gress.” Bu t his oppon en ts willre- 
ply that the Repu blican party is 
really opposed to "progress to­ 
ward n ation al ban kru ptcy ." 
The in dicated deficit, for ex am­ 
ple, for the fiscal y ear that en ds 
n ex t Ju n e 30 is between $6 an d 
$8 billion , althou gh last Jan u ary 
the Presiden t in his bu dget mes­ 
sage to Con gress predicted a su r­ 
plu s. 
All this is happen in g ev en with­ 
ou t an y su bstan tial tax cu t. In 
fact, pu blic spen din g has reached 
su ch a high rate that, makin g n o 
allowan ce for a tax cu t at the

The reason s for this are n ot 
clear, for his own party is split. 
In fact, Con gress itself is div ided 
in to fou r blocs. In addition , the 
delay s an d con fu sion of the last 
weeks of the session of Con gress 
that has ju st adjou rn ed were to 
a large ex ten t the resu lt of qu ar­ 
rels an d dispu tes amon g the lead­ 
ers of the Presiden t’s own party .

in persons ovet 50. Another reason 
is the fact that we now have 
better statistics. The U.S. Public 
Health Service says in spite of 
the increase in the number of 
persons with heart disease the 
death rate per unit of population 
from this cause has shown a 
decrease in the last 20 years. 
Q—Wlien I lie down at night 
my heart seems to bear very well 
for a minute or two then it gives 
one whipping big beat then it 
■kips a beat or two. It will do 
this several times and it may 
keep me awake. After I go to 
aleep it never seems to wake me. 
I had to take a physical examin­ 
ation I few weeks ago. The doctor 
said ray heart was OK. Could you 
please advise me what to do? 
A—From 
your description 
I 
would guess that you have extra- 
systoles. This is a very common 
condition and in no way related 
to organ,c heart disease. The fact 
that your doctor found nothing 
wrong with your heart would con­ 
firm this. Skipped beats can be 
a nuisance but thousands of per­ 
sons live with them. 


Smoking may aggravate 
this 
Condition. If you can train your­ 
self not to worry about these 
skipped beats you will have less 
difficulty getting to sleep.

A—There is a general tendency 
for Americans to eat too much 
sugar. Starches are 
more easily 
digested and have the same food 
value, the answer to your specific 
question is no. It is possible to 
be healthy and eat no candy, 
jam or cake. This does not mean 
that, if you are not overweight 
and have taken an otherwise bal­ 
anced diet, you should net put any 
sugar in your coffee if you prefer 
it that way or that you should 
never eat any of the concentrated 
sweets.

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Nikita Wants To Postpone 
Another Crisis Over Berlin

Evidently Premier Khrushchev 
once again wants to postpone a 
serious crisis 
over Berlin, per­ 
haps beyond the first of next year. 
The 
Soviet 
press gives 
the 
strong impression that the Krem­ 
lin is not ready for a showdown 
and the risks it would involve. 
There seems a distinct relation­ 
ship between Western toughness 
and Soviet tractability. The firm­ 
er the West, the more cautious 
the Kremlin drive seems to be. 
Pravda and other Soviet propa­ 
ganda organs appear to strive 
desperately to dispel the idea that 
a major crisis over Berlin’s future 
is coming in the immediate fu­ 
ture. 
The 
Soviet 
press 
chides 
those who speak of a Berlin “ cri­ 
sis,” calling such talk warmonger­ 
ing to heat up the internatDnal 
atmosphere. 
Another clue: The annual list of 
slogans for the 45th anniversary 
of the Communist revolution, to 


be celebrated in November, is 
much softer in tone than the slo­ 
gans issued last spring for May 
Day. 
The slogan on Berlin, for ex­ 
ample, reads this way: “ Peoples 
of all nations! demand the con 
elusion of a German peace treaty 
and the transformation of West; 
Berlin into a free demilitarized 
city.” That’s all. 
May 
Day 
slogans 
demanded 
conclusion of such a treaty in th e; 
swiftest possible time and violent­ 
l y 
denounced 
alleged 
Western 
plans to transform West Germany 
| into a “ hotbed of war.” 
The 
slogan 
concerning 
West 
Germany 
now 
reads: 
“ Warm 
greetings to workers and all pro­ 
gressive 
forces of the Federal 
G e r m a n 
Republic 
struggling 
against militarism and rebirth of 
fascism.” That’s much milder. 
Another clue: The puppet Com­ 
munist regime of East Germany 
has just announced plans for its 
sixth party congress early in 1963 


to draw up new proposals con­ 
cerning 
the 
German 
question. 
That hardly indicates that East 
German boss Walter Ulbricht ex­ 
pects decisive action before that 
time. 
Why the Kremlin has shifted to 
a softer tone is not so easy to pin 
down. The reasons can be mani­ 
fold. Khrushchev may be worried 
about internal economic and po­ 
litical problems. He may be wor­ 
ried that the U.S.S R., now in­ 
volved by way of Cuba in the 
Western 
Hemisphere, 
may 
be 
juggling 
too 
many 
dangerous 
things at the same time and over- 
extending itself. 
Khrushchev has his own set 
of pressures at home from a pop­ 
ulation growing more demanding 
all the time. Some time ago he 
said he would do nothing to push 
the West put of Berlin until after 
the U.S. elections. But he did not 
say how long after the elections. 
He left himself a way out.
